Hornsby had

400 pace. Simmons, only 2d 
on 
May 22 has compiled a seven year 
record that makes him m e standout 
pia>er of the American league. 
"They talk about the A's being a 
five-man club. ’ remarked a National 
league m an to me the other day. 
with no grounds whatever for being 
prejudiced. “Why, it’s a one-man 
club. 
Simmons, 
that's 
all. 
He 
breaks up the ball games. 
He's the 
marvelous defensive outfielder. Wa- 
te r-bucket Al, hey? 
Well, all I have 
to say is that more batters had bet­ 
ter start putting their loot in it.” 
Even though Simmons has a long 
haul ahead before he touches Cobb's 
records, the comparison is interest­ 
ing 
Cobb won his first batting 
championship in his third year with 
th e Tigers, in 1905. with a mark of 
35u. 
Simmons just failed to win 
the crown in his fourth season, with 
.393 to Harry Heilmann s 398. The 
ace of the A's crashed to the top 
in his seventh campaign, last year, 
beating Lou Gehrig with a figure of 
.381. 
The Figure* 
Cobb rewaled his peak average 
in his seventh season, 1911, when 
he hit 420 and followed this up with 
marks of 410 in 1912 and .390 in 
1913. With the advent of the live­ 
lier ball, Cobb's percentage from a 
dip downward, shot up to .389 in 
1921 and .401 in 1922.

Hashington D. C. June I —Com­ 
plaints that creditors have been 
garnisheeing funds loaned by the 
government from the drought jelief 
fund for the purchase of seed have 
i been made by farmers in Arkansas 
J and Alabama. Elton L. Marshall, 
j solicitor of the department of ag­ 
riculture, said Friday. 
Mr. Marshalf was unable to state 
the number of such cases brought 
to the department’s attention, but 
said that while such complaints 
were numerous enough to require 
government action they did not rep­ 
resent any wholesale effort to de­ 
prive farmers of the results of the 
loans when the total number of 
farmers to whom money has been 
advanced is considered.
